A three story flat building at 3532 
Lake Park avenue, owned by George 
A. Hyers, founder and president of 
the Douglas Community Improvement 
association, an organization recentiy 
formed to prevent Negroes from mov- 
ing into that residential district, was 
the target of a~black powder bomb 
hurled from a passing automobile, sup- 
posedly by N shortly after 10 
o’clock last night. 

It is the first time since the race 
bomb outrages started on the south 
side that a white property owner, ob- 
jecting to the influx of Negro resi- 
dents, has been victimized. In all of 
the previous instances the bombs have 
been aimed either at Negro tenants or 
white citizens who have disposed of 
their property to colored persons. 

A sheet of flame shot up the front of 
the building at the explosion and every 
window was shattered. A portion of 
} the stone cteps was torn away. 


Eight Families Routed. |

RAISE THE BUILDING LIMIT. 

Limitation of building height in Chicago has seen 
the working out of an inewitable economic law. 
respective builders are hamdicapped. They fing 
themselves forced to compete with buildings sixty 
feet higher than the ones they propose to build. 

This additional sixty feet of height means an advan- 
‘age in earning power too great to be overcome. 
The effect of the 200 foot rule. has been that of-an 
ex post facto law. Buildings more than 200 feet 
high are @ fact. That it is unlawful to build 
another one is algo a fact. 

Chicago's growth depends upon the Zeal of its 
citizens. Chicago can be no larger than its citi- 
zens make it. If the city refuses to permit its 
citigens to make it creater, the only result is steg- 
nation. 

Chicage cannot be legislated in any particular 
direction. Economic interest obeys its own laws. 
[f we want progress and great industrial growth 
(here mugt be an invitation to industrially minded 
men to participate. 
arbitrarily they are barred from participation by 
the laws of reasonable return. The 200 foot law 
has been a bar to such a return. It has been 2 
handicap in favor of the buildings already raised 
over the 200 foot mark. 

There may have been some hope that by press- 
ing down on the loop there would be a flattening 
out, an expansion of the whole city. Instead of 
this there to been only a complete cessation of 
construction. Instead of a distribution of sixteen 
stories in the loop and five in the outskirts we 
-have got nothing at all. The loop is just where it 
. was when the 200 foot law went into effect. 

The council should accept the report of the 
juildings committee and*by so doing open the way 
to big building projects, which, by making the loop 
great, shall make the city great. =

ANCIENT FLU EPIDEMICS. 
HBRE is some evidence that there 
was an epidemic of influenza about 
450 B. CG There is no question as 
to the epidemic of 11723 A. D., ang 

since that there have been at least twon- 

ty-five clear cut pandemics or world 
epidemics. 

In Hirsch’s “™ Historical’ Pathology ” 
the statement is made that the epidemic 
of 1627 spread to America, being espe- 
clally bad in Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. ‘This outbreak was the first 
appearance of the disease in the new 
world. . 

Dr. Guy Hinsdale abstracts from the 

writings of Hubbard, Noah Webster, 

Benjamin Rush and Daniel Drake ac 

counts of the epidemics of 1647, 1783, 

end 1807. 


Hubbard says the epidemics of 16/7 
Passed through the whole country of 
New England. It began with a cold 
and in many was accompanied with a 
slight fever. It was at its worst in Bar- 
bados, where 5,000 to 6,000 died of it. 
Noah Webster wrote dictionaries, spell- 
ing books and also @ treatise on pesti- 
lential disease. He recorded forty-four 
Waves of influenza, including the 1647 
Wave in the British colonies. Noah's 
chief interest lay in proving that volcanic 
outburgts, earthquakes and violent 
storms resulted in influenza and other 
pestiiences. He is not in accord with 
Hubbard, who attributes the sine to 
a great drought. 

The great epidemic of 1788 was similar 
to the recent epidemic. Benjamin Rush 
was @ great statesman ag well ag physi- 


cian in revolutionary times. Rugh’s story 
is entitled “An Account of the Influenza 
as It Appeared in Philadelphia in the 
Autumn of 1789, the Spring of 1790, and 
the Winter of 1791." He says: “ It was 
remarkable that persons who worked 
in the open air had tt much worse then 
jhose who worked within doors. Even 
the vigor of constitytion imparted by the 
savage life did not mitigate its yiolence. 
It proved most fata] on the seashore 
of the United States. The duration of 
this epidemic tn our city was about six 
weeks. It spread from New York and 
Phiiadeiphia in ali directions, and in the 
course of a few months invaded every 
state in the union. In the last week of 
April, 1790, the influenza made its ap- 
pearance. It was brought to the city 
from New England and affected in its 


course all the intervening states. It 
reappeared in 1791.’ 
In his summary he says: “ The influ- 


jenza passes with the greatest rapidity 


throughout a country and affects the 
greatest number of people in a given 
time of any disease in the world. It 
appears from the histories of it which 
are upon record that neither climate nor 
the different states of society have’pro- 
duced any meterial change in the dis- 
ease. It appears that even time itself 
has not materially changed its type.”

Instructed the Jury. 

The ruling was given in the form of 
instructions to the jury which had 
heard the evidence in a suit for libel!

CENSUS TO GIVE 
DATA ON 20,000 
LOCALCONCERNS 


Chicago is to have a thorough census 
of its manufacturing activities, 
first complete one ever taken. James 
D. Boyle of the census bureau arrived 
yesterday from Washington with e 
staff of assistants to begin the work. 
Schedule blanks have been mailed to 
approximately 20,000 manufacturers tn 
the Chicago metropolitan district. This 
indicates an increase of more than 90 
per cent in the number of manufac- 
turers in ten years, 

The Chicago district comprises the 
counties of Cook, Lake, Kane, Will, 
Kankakee, McHenry, and Du Page in 
Illinois, and Lake county, Ind. Mr. 
Boyle said the census unquestionably 
would mark Chicago as the secon 
greatest industrial center on the globe 
New York is first. 

The census will get information re- 
garding the amount of money invested, 
wage earners, the 


number of days the plant operates and 
the hours per day, amount of taxes 
paid and the cost of matesials. Fig- 
ures will be secured also on the cost 
of fuel and poweér, the amount of fuel 
used, and the amount of production. 
Among the things the census will 
show is the increase in wages in each 
branch of manufacturing and it will 
be learned whether production has in-

State's Attorney John Prystalski failed 
to show reflection in the countenance 
of the defendent. 


Seeks Example to Slayers. 

“Tripple had a right to live,” 
shouted the prosecutor. “He earned 
that right when he spent twenty-two 
months across the sea in his country’s 
service. It is for you gentlemen of 
the jury to send word to the rest of 
the habitues of the district that when 
man commits.murder his punish. 
ment shall be swift and severe. In 
this instance, the punishment should 
be death!” 

Mr. Prystalski summed up the case 
against Geary in his opéning statement 
detailing the shooting and the alter- 
cation which preceded it. 

“The defense wants you to believe ‘t 
was self-defense. Yet after the shoot- 
ing Geary runs out of the saloon, re- 
volver in hand, jumps on a street car, 
rushes by the conductor without pay 
ing his fare, and then throws the gun 
away. Isn’t it more like a iaurderer 
trying to escape and get rid of the evi- 
dence of his guilt?” 


Defense Apologizes. 

Attorney Michael Ahern opened the 
statement for the defense with an apol- 
ogy for Geary’s actions as a witness. 

“I want you to strip the record of 
the man’s childish petulance, nis an- 
ger, his reluctance, and his ‘I don't 
remembeérs,’” he said.

RAIDED IN VAIN 
FOR ‘SONNY’ DUNN 


Three Men Are Indicted 
in Bond Crusade. 


Six detectives from the office of 
State’s Attorney Hoyne raided the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Maurice (“Moss”) En- 
right yesterday in quest of “ Slippery 
Sonny” Dunn. 

The sleuths vaulted into a taxicab 
at the Criminal Courts building two 


_| minutes and twenty-nine seconds after 


the prosecutor's secretary had re- 
ceived a telephone “ tip” that “ Sonny” 
would be found the En- 
right kitchen. 

Raid Proves Futile. 

But “Sonny” wasn't found. After 
a breathless dash the detectivas 
reached 1414 West Garfield boulevard, 
in front of which Enright was shot 
to death Feb. 3 through the alleged 
machinations of “ Big Tim” Murphy, 
former state representative, and hie 
protégé, Michael. Carozzo, president of 
the Street Cleaners’ union. Five or 
six decorators were wielding brushes, 
shears, and paste in various portions 
of the 4-artment when the detectives 
arrived, but the bond jumper was not 
among them. 

Mrs. Enright said she had not seen 
her brother in many days. 

While the raid was in progress the 
March grand jury returned the first in- 
dictment of its crugade against bogus 
bonds. The bill named “Sonny's” 
friend, James Connell of 1113 Albion 
avenue who undertook to guraantee 
the gunman’s appearance in court 4 
month ago to answer for a larceny by 
scheduling $30,000 of property 
which, the state charges, he does not 


own. 
Connell Freed on Bail. 

Connell immediately appeared before 
Judge Robert E. Crowe, pleaded not 
guilty to perjury, and was released on 
$10,000 bail. His bond was signed by — 
Thomas Kearney,.iabor leader and 
friend of Enright, who also gave the 
bail which released Connell from cus: 
tody after he had been arrested on 
Judge Hugo Pam’s bench warrant 
early Thursday morning. 

It was revealed yesterday that Con- 
nell’s name was among those on the 
bondsmen’s black list of the Municipal 
| court at the time he was permitted to 
act for “Sonny.” The property. he 
scheduled is said to stand in the name 
of his wife. 

Two other indictments were re- 
turned, One named Henry Morris, 4 
professional bondsman, accused of de 
frauding Ernest Zierlien, a prisoner in 
the county jail; the other an unidenti- 
fied person, whose alias in the Muniel- 
pal court files is Conrad C. Cooper. 

Tax Blanks Stolen. 


In connection with the Cooper ex- . 
posé the theft of blank tax receipts 
from the county treasurer's office, evi- 
dently by persons associated with the 
crooked bond clique, was revealed. . . 

Cooper signed a bond before Judge 
McKinley of the Municipal court, 
scheduling property at 1405 Fullerton 
avenue and exhibiting tax receipts as 
proof of ownership. But Henry Rowe, 
who was to have been released on ball, 
refused to pay Cooper $100. 

The state charges that Morris, the 
same bond “runher” named in the 
Zierlien case, and Cooper thereupon 
attempted to regain possession of the 
bond, and their eagerness excited sus- 
picion. Investigation is said to have 
disclosed that the Fullerton avenue 
property was owned by a C, Cooper 
who died fifteen years ago. The title 
now rests in his widow. ‘She branded 
the 4ax receipts exhibited to Judge 
McKinley spurious.

The New ork Tintes. 


New York, March’ 5.—[Special.]— 
Whatever the major influences in the 
foreign exchange market, the fact was 
made evident today that the recovery 
of sterling rates was having a benefi- 
cia] effect throughout the entire mar- 
ket. 

The rise of 9% cents to the pound for 
demand bills on London made the full 
tmprovement 19 cents since the upward 
swing began Thursday morning, and in 
addition to further strong advances in 
French, Belgian, and Italian quotations 
there was an important forward swing 
of neutral countries rates. Exchange on 
Seandinavian countries was particularly 
pronounced and the Swiss quotation ad- 
vanced fully 23 centimes. 


Sterling bills closed at $3.65 after reach- 
ing a point as high as $3.68%. Naturally 
the rising market persuaded many ex- 
porters to withhold offerings for better 
prices with the result that the supply 
of bills available for dealings was more 
restricted than the day before. There 
were additional engagements of gold at 
the subtreasury, which brought the total 
to.go.on the next steamer to Buenos 
Atres up to about $21,000,000. The heavy 
withdrawals this week will figure in to- 
morrow’s statement of the federal re- 
serve bank and it will be interesting to 
study the proportion of metallic réserve 
to loan and deposit liabilities. 


Stocks Move Forward. 


The stock market moved forward in 
early transactions, but the stimulus af- 
forded by rising exchange rates was not 
long lived. Call money lent at 9 per 
cent until a plethora of offerings near 
the close of business forced the rate 
down to 6 per cent. Stocks were by no 
means weak, however, even though they 
lacked the energy of Thursday's upturn 
and the more active industrial issues re- 
corded gains of 1@3 points and more 
in the final price list. 

Railroad stocks did little. The specu- 
lative community has been forced to 
realize that an ing tendency of call 
money has not okenéd an actual ease- 
ment of credit for market purposes. 


EASIER FOR BRITISH BUYER. 


Every advance in sterling makes it 
easier for the Britisher to buy in. this 
country and for the American to sell to 
him. At yesterday’s high price of ster- 
ling exchange, $3.70,for the par value 
price of $4.86 of the British pound, there 
“still remained a depreciation of $1.16, or, 
roundly, 24 per cent in the value of the 
pound. In trade terms it means that if 
the Britisher wishes to buy $1,000 worth 
of goods in this country, he must pay in 
his money the equivalent of $1,240. On 
the other hand, if we wish to sell the 
British importer on the basis of the value 
of his currency, we must give him $1,000 
worth of goods for $760. There must be 
a net loss of 24 per cent to either the 
purchaser or the seller, an amount too 
large to be absorbed by ordinary profits. 

Gold Shipment Probabie. 

The announcement that Great Britain 
and France are preparing to ship to this 
country $225,000,000 gold in order to im- 
prove the price of their exchanges, does 
not seem improbable. It could be easily 
forecast that the British would, sooner or 
later, take any possible step to rehabili- 
tate the prestige of the pound sterling. | 
That measure of value had before the 
war become a world standard. Foreign 
countries based their payments on the 
par value, in our meney, of $4.86 plus. 
It may be regarded as galling indeed to 
the world’s greatest trading nation to 
find its money worth but 75 cents on the 
dollar.
